That whenever a petition has 
been signed and filed with the county 
auditor, as hereinafter provided, pray­ 
ing the hoard of commissioners of any 
county for the privilege of determin­ 
ing by ballot whether the sale of in 
toxicating liquors as a beverage shall 
be prohibited witftin the limits of any 
incorporated city in said county, or 
in any township in said county not 
containing an incorporated city, or the 
territory embraced within any town­ 
ship in said county outside of and ex­ 
clusive of the territorial limits of all 
incorporated cities in such township, 1 
such board of commissioners, at its

regular session, shall order a 
special election to he held in the ter­ 
ritory designated in such petition in 
not less than twenty (20) nor more 
than thirty (2.0) days thereafter.

The auditor of the county in

Paso, Tex., March IO.— In his . 
first clash with federals Francisco Ma- i 
dero was badly defeated and lost some 
of his best men, who were Americans I 
The federals lost heavily, also. 
The j 
battle 
was 
fought 
at 
old 
Casas j 
Grande s, 225 miles south of here, and 
the insurrectos were routed iii 
the j 
battle but continued on the march 
toward Chihuahua, 
it is reported, but 
not yet confirmed, that the rebels soon 
rallied and returned, completely de­ 
feated the federals and captured the 
town of Casas Grandee. 
The fighting 
was between the command of Samuel 
O. Cuellar, aide de camp of the staff 
of President Diaz, and the in s u r r e c t 
command of Madero. 
Thirty six of the Americans in Ma­ 
dero's command are known to have 
been captured, and among the dead 
four Americans were seen in one pile. 
They were in the front ranks of th* 
insurrectos. 
Tile insuriectos lost 20b j 
killed and wounded.

WASHINGTON IS 
AT LAST FRANK 


Admits Object ot Unprecedented 


Army “Maneuvers.” 


AN OBJECT LESSON TO MEXICO 


Veil That Has Been Thrown About 


Big Military and Naval Demonstra­ 


tion Is at Last Lifted and There Ii 


No Longer Any Doubt as to W hy AU 


the Available Federal Troops Have 


Been Rushed South. 


W ashington, March IO.— There is no 
longer doubt as to why practically* ab 
the available federal troops now in the 
country have been rushed to Texas 
and 
lower 
California. 
The 
veil 
that has been thrown by officials high 
and low* about the joint " maneuvers" 
of the army and navy along the Mexi­ 
can border and in the Gulf of Mexico 
has been put aside. 
First of all the government feared 
the formation of an insurrection gov­ 
ernment in Lower California. 
With 
the formation of such a government 
the United States would be compelled 
to keep continual watch on the whole 
southern frontier. 
Secondly it was feared that Ameri­ 
can property in Mexico, valued at hun­ 
dreds of millions, 
might 
be swept 
away, and it was desired to protect as 
well the interests of foreigners who, 
keeping in mind the Monroe doctrine, 
might look naturally to the United 
States for such protection. 
Third, it was determined to stop 
friends of 
the 
Mexican 
insurrectos 
from carrying supplies that were con­ 
traband of war across tim Rio Grande 
from Texas. 
Last of all it was be­ 
lieved that “maneuvers" in Texas at 
this time would show the “Jingoes” 
in congress and elsew here that the 
army could be mobilized in case of 
difficulty in remarkably quick time. 


No Backing Out Now. 


The army is going to Texas and it 
is going to stay there until there is 
reason to believe that serious trouble 
in Mexico is no longer probable. 
It 
will patrol the border line with a fine* 
tooth comb and if necessary it will 
step in u* prevent anarchy and revo­ 
lution that would endanger lives and 
property of Americans and foreigners. 
The step was taken advisedly and no 
retreat is contemplated. 
Opinions differ in Washington as to 
the likelihood of developm ents on the 
Mexican flin tie r which may require 
intervention on th*- part of the United 
States. 
Obviously 
the 
government 
authorities believe that tin* situation 
is too serious to warrant the taking of 
any further chances, 
There is good 
reason to doubt that this government 
itself lins ail' 
detailed 
accurate 
conclusion of the conditions in Mexico. 
Henry Lane Wilson the ambassador 
to Mexico made a gloomy report of 
conditions when he was in W ashing­ 
ton early in the week, but hi* was 
obliged to acknowledge that he him­ 
self could not tell the exact status of 
the rebellion. 
Conflicting 
reports 
from 
credible 
sources are given out on the condition 
of President Diaz’s health. 
The Mex­ 
ican 
em bassy 
declares 
upon 
the 
strength of official reports that th*1 
aged executive is in good physical and 
mental condition. 
On the other hand, 
statem ents from sources In W ashing­ 
ton, sources which are accurate, say 
that President 
Diaz’s health is fait 
declining and that his grip of affairs 
has slipped away with til* advancing 
years 
United States officials deny 
that they have received any alarming 
information as to his health, although 
there is good reason to believe that 
possible contingencies regarding his 
death were among the subjects dis­ 
cussed by Ambassador Wilson in his 
recent conferences with the W ashing­ 
ton officials. 


To Patrol Border Line. 
The events of tile 
last two days 
make It absolutely certain now that no 
single development 
was responsible 
for the sudden decision on the part of 
the president and his advisers to hur­ 
ry 20,000 troops to the Mexican fron­ 
tier. 
The mobilization is the outcome 
of m any circum stances, all of which 
led to the conclusion that it would be 
the part of wisdom to have a force in 
readiness on the Mexican frontier for 
use in emergency. 
The consideration 
of greatest importance w*as tim pro­ 
tection of American and other foreign 
interests 
in 
Mexico. 
The 
United 
States has something like $1,500,000,- 
000 invested in Mexico and there are 
between 60,000 and 70,000 Americans 
living in that country. 
The scout cruiser Chest* r has been 
ordered from Pensacola to Tampico.
